ever sort. He is mistaken when he says 
the exhibition at the State Pair was a 


failure. But bear him:

If I had this brief piece to speak 
instead of write, all my ?¢’s and 7’s would 
be d’s, and all my v’s nothing and 
nowhere—left out in the cold. I have 
got the whole coming winter of 1872 
and °3 in my nose and head. And [ll 
tell you how I got it there. I went last 
Thursday night to a soiree at St. Mary’s 
Academy—the loveliest and most allur- 
ing spot, both in repose and in anima- 
tion in all the Carolinas—and fell deeply 
in love; not with any one of its beauties 
either, but with them all—-the whole 
seminary.

New York, Oct. 24. 


It is rumored that Bonner’s mare, 
“Pocahontas,” has the malady. One 
hundred and fifty street cars and filty 
stages have been taken off the line. 
Blood-letting and <renching has been 
found to be failures, and many horses 
have died from ya-

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Relapse of Mrs. Greeley—Action of 
Tobacconists—Disgraceful conduct 
of Consul Butler—Horse Malady. 


New York, October 24, 


Mrs. Greeley has relapsed. 

Tobacco manufacturers and dealers 
have resolved to favor no candidate 
for Congress who will not pledge him- 
self to contend for modification of the 
present oppressive iaxation of their 
interests. 

A. D. Stollogo, late Private Secre- 
tary to Consul Butler, in Egypt, prints 
a long aflidavit detailing proceed- 
ings of Butler, by which the latter made 
some twenty thousand dollars in gold 
by a system of blackmailing and other 
reprehensible ways. Stollogo also 
states that Butler was drunk nearly all 
the time, and was in frequent street 
rows and fights, and was under a sub- 
sidy of some two thousand pounds 
sterling per year from the Khedive.

Agricultural Report of Wheat. 

WasuIneton, Oct. 24. 


The Agricultural Report says, returns 
have been received from counties rep- 
reseuting a large proportion of the 
wheat of each State, which indicate an 
increase of about five per ceat over the 
product of last year, which was estima- 
ted at 230,000,000 bushels. It is prob- 
able that the complete estimate will 
not fall short of 240,000,000 bushels, 
upon an area o! a little less than twenty 
million acres. This will make a yield 
of between twelve and thirteen bushels 
per acre, which may be considered an 
average for the United States. The 
increase of the States west of the Miss- 
issippi appears to be about 15,000,000 
bushels.

The subjoined letter was received by 
us last Saturday from Mr. Randolph A. 
Shotwell, who is now confined in Al- 
bany Penitentiary : 


ALBANY PENITENTIARY, / 
October 14th, 1872. 


To the Editor of the Charlotte Observer: 


My attention has been called to the 
following article, copied from the N. Y. 
Herald, as I am informed, by a number 
of the State papers: 


“,\ KU-KLUX PRISONER WANTS TO STUMP 
FOR GRANT. 


It has transpired that Pickard Shot- 
well, one of the leaders of the Ku Klux 
Klan in North Carolina, and now con- 
fined in the Albany Penitentiary, 
proposed to a prominent member of 
Congress that it the President would 
pardon him he would clieerfully take 
the stump and labor for the success of 
the Republican candidates, and de- 
nounce the ku klux organization. Find. 
ing that he was disposed to plead for 
pardon it was proposed to ask if he 
would give evidence against the princi- 
pal leaders, such as Ransom, Vance and 
Merrimon. This Shotwell declined with 
a defiant air, and said he would dic 
rather than betray anybody, application 
for the pardon was therefore refused. 
When Gerrit Smith visited Shotwell two 
months ago he said he found him dilant 
and unwiliing to accept a pardon on 
any condition.” 


I presume that Iam the person allu 
ded to in the above, although the wr- 
ter, having set to fabricate a falsehood, 
has not thought it worth while to give 
even the name correctly. The entire 
statement is. without foundation. I 
scora to refute the imputation of having 
offered to barter my principles for a 

ardon ; but for the sake of my friends 

will merely say that I have never ap- 
plied for pardon, nor made any propo- 
suls to a prominent member of Congress, 
nor to any oneelse. Having been ille- 
gally arrested, falsely accused, unfairly 
tried, and unjustly sentenced to the full 
severity of an unconstitutional law, I 
have long hoped (and shall continue to 
hope) that future developments and the 
subsidence of bitter passions would lead 
to the restoration of my liberty as an ac; 
of justice rather than one of executive 
clemency. 

The last paragraph of the Jlerald’s 
morceau Wrongs mein a two fold degree 
by imputing to me a picce of silly and 
theatrical braggadocio in refusing to 
accept liberty on any condition, on the 
one hand; and again affording the 
President a fair excuse for declining to 
hear any future application in my be- 
half. 

Mr. Gerritt Smith appears to be the 
originator of this calumny. It may not 
be improper, therefore, to briefly state 
the facts in the case, Mr. Smith visited 
the Penitentiary on the 8th of July, 
and Iet it be known he came from 
“High *Authority.” In the interview 
with me he was very courteous and I 
answered all his inquiries with courtesy 
and frankness. After acknowledding 
that Thad beena Grand Chef of the 
Klan, and was well acquainted with its 
designs, I ssured him that it, and our 
people generally had been greatly mis- 
represented, not only by the Radical 
press, and irresponsible correspondents, 
but also by the circulation of so-called 
“confessions” and “testimony” invented 
by perjured vagabonds, or extorted 
from intimidated witnesses. I[ emphat- 
cally denied that Klan was a con- 
spiracy against the Govermment, or 
against the negroes, or against any class 
of people on account of their polirical 
opinions. Reverting to the Govern- 
ment prosecutions, I called his attention 
to the fact that there were several] oray- 
haired old men of 60 years and up- 
wards, doomed to years of toil in this 
penitentiary, over a thousand miles 
from home, tor no other offence than 
having sought to preserve order in their 
communities, and to shield their wives 
and daughters from the brutal passions 
of white and black desperadoes, &c., 
Ke.
